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women are not a proverbi- 
ally strong race. They are intelligent 
beyond most nationalities — that is. in 
greater numbers. The strong-brained, 
executive womnu who ia known to 
public life, justly and well known for 
excellence in any department of sci- 
ence, art or literature, is exceptional 
everywhere, and with her, be ahe 
Kngilsh, Scotch. French, American 
or any other race, we do not have to 
do when we speak of the special intel- 
ligence of the American woman. 

Hut of the large number of women 
who help to make up tho American 
people probably the great majority 
read and think and act with more or 
less intelligence. 

Yet the problem how to become a 
strong race is still unsolved, and until 
it is made the subject of more exten- 
sive thought and research and im- 
portance among thinking women it 
must stay so. 

Undoubtedly climatic influence has 
much to do with our extreme nervous, 
highly-strung temperaments. Our va- 
riableness of weather, from intensely 
hot to very cold, from wet to dry, from 
calm languor of atmosphere to high 
and giwiy winds must produce some 
effwt upon the physical constitution of 
those who are subjected to these 
changes. And a vast amount of good 
sense and knowledge is required to so 
adapt the clothing and modes of life 
to these variations as to be never 
caught unaware and unprepared. 

Hut habits of life have a great deal 
to do with race healthfulness. Work 
of various kinds in which women en- 
gage have tendencies to ninke them 
strong or otherwise. Too often it is 
otherwise and not strong. 

As a worker woman needs short in- 
tervals of work and then a time for 
rest. I am not comparing her working 
power with that of man. They ought 
not to be compared as they frequently 
are to the prejudice of woman. When 
a certain salary is afllxed to a piece of 
work and paid to whoever does it, irre- 
spective of sex. women will have less 
cause to complain of injustico than they 

Hut t<> compel, or to think, a woman 
can work just as a man works is to ex- 
pect David to wear Saul's armor. In 
her own way she does well enough. If 
all women did all they were fully capa- 
ble of. notwithstanding the disability 
of being women, and not men, in the 
battling force of this world, there 
would l>e a revolution of a Hairs at 

But some women will utterly disre- 
gard every known hygienic law, then 
wonder why women can't be strong. 
They eat badly, they sleep too little or 
too much, they keep irregular hours, 
they work too long at one thing, they 
take too little exercise or too BUek at 
one time, they breathe bad air, they 
dress too thinly, wear tight corsets, 
badly fitting shoes, heavy dresses, and I 
then wonder that they are not strong. I 

Some women can do away with all, I 
or most of these evils at once by tak- j 
ing proper heed to their ways. Others | 
can not so readily mend their lives. 

But no employment women engage 
in has in it more of the elements of 
heulthful living than housework. 
Ordinarily speaking, it is not a matter 
of particular commiseration when a 
Woman is too poor to keep a servant 
and must do a large share of her own 
work. She finds in it healthful activ- 
ity Isf both body and mind And if 
her family is not unreasonably large. I 
OT She suffering from weakness which I 
makes the actual work too much for I 
her si l ength, she ought to find in it I 
happiness and strength.

RUSSIAN PRISONS. 

Th« TvrrlbU Hat* of Mortality Prcvalllng 
Ainuof tho Intnat** ot Jalla. 

The Russian Administration of Pri- 
son's has just issued its report for 1885. 
On the 1st of January. 1H85, there were 
94.1H8 persons incarcerated throughout 
the empire. In the courso of the yesr 
708,354 entered and 697.769 Individuals 
were liberated, leaving a residue of 99, 
978 still in prison. Women formed 
about 8 per cent, of theconvktcd. Not 
withstanding a certain amelioration of 
sanitary appliances in the jails, the rate 
of mortality remained stationary. Of ' 
the 88.002 prisoners who were treated 
in hospital, thero died 2.189 men, 246 
women. .046 children. In this respect 
the island of Saghalien stood in the 
worst position, its sick list showing a 
total of 66 per cent, on the year, but 
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given. Diseases arising from humidity, 
insufficient ventilation, and defective 
sanitary arrangements are the chief 
scourges of the state prisons. Among 
the 4.029 persons who passed through 
the prisons of St. Petersburg 2,675 were 
accused of theft. 189 of political offen- 
ces, one of bigamy and one of apostasy. 
The largest number of offenders be- 
longed to the artisan class; nut out is 
spci itied as a peasant. The expenses 
of the penitentiary service in the whole 
empire amounted to 11,798,614 rubles, 
being a diminution of 521,889 rubles 
u|Mtn the expenditure of the prta-ced* 
ing year. This economy was partially 
effected by reducing the coat of tha 
equipment of the prisoner*. There WSJ 
a falling off in the receipts darived from 
the products of the pi uoi.ei Industry 
from 188.750 rublss ia 1884 to lOAftaM 
ruble* in 1M85.

A single county in Pennsylvania, so I am 
Informed, spent In one year $17,000,000 tor 
drink. That county contains the largest 
industrial population, comparatively, of 
any in tha St., to. Of the $17,000,000 
$11, 000.000 come rrom the pockets of 
working-men. New York City, In one 
near contributes $15,600,000 to keep men 
and women in poverty, hunger and cold, 
while one county in Pennsylvania adds 
$11,000,000, making a total of P.i5,«00, 000. 
Twenty-six million six hundred thousand 
dollars! 1 nave a conumdrum to ask of 
you. Mr. Purdy: ir tho general officers of 
the Knights of Labor aro thiovos because 
they levy an assessment which brings in 
less than a dollar apiece for each man, 
woman and child who needs it, what 
would you call the men who collect as • 
voluntary gift from foolish working-men

The press, and not a few indignant 
working-men, raved because fc» tweuty- 
hve-cent assessment was levied; but both 
press and indignant working-mon remain- 
ed silent while thut damnable robbery of 
fj«i,000,000 was going on.
